Ray Gent. let's have your Fudgment of the 
pafjage below, which I met with in a cer- 
tain Latin Author; what be means by it, 
which I partly cuefs at, but can have no clear Notion of, and 
what your Opinionis as to what be advances concerning the 
number of the Angels ? Tis foundin Ignatius de Derken- 
nis, Lib. de Deo Creatore, Dilp. 1. Chap. 5. p. 31. His 
words follow, Talmudifte ftatuant numerum Angelorum, 
gsc. ( we'll not trouble the Reader with a long Latin Quo- 
ration, but give him the fence of it as far as we can find it, 
thd we doube the Branfcriber is fometimes mijtaken in our 
own Language.) ‘The Talmudifts fix the number of 
‘the Angels, at 291600000, two hundred ninety one 
‘ million, fix hundred thouland, whereas others make it 
‘far greater, and prove it by an Argument taken from 
“the vaftnels of the Enrpyrein Heavens, compared with 
‘the Terreftrial] Globe, after this manner: Tis 
“not probable that thofe Spirits which inhabit the Em- 
‘pyraan Heaven fhou'd be to few, as thd they each 
“Hlld their own Sphere, they fhou'd leave almoft che 
“whole Empyreum empty 5 for feeing that heavenly Pa 

lace was built by God, for the fake of its Inhabitants, 
‘fome proportion ought to be oblerv’d between rhe 
‘and them, in reference to their Inbabtation. But if 
‘the number of Anzels were not much grearer than the 
* number of Men, that muft necellarily follow, (viz. 

‘thac great part of the Empyreum muft be lett void, 
‘wichout any Inhabitant,) the Minor is thus prov’d. 
‘The number of Men adtually exifting comes far fhorr 
‘of chat number, which wou’'d fill the choufandth parc 
‘ of the Superficies of the Earth, if we fhou’d allow sg 
‘foot (quare to every Perfon, which every one wou'd — 

grant, if he confider'd how great a fpace is left unis 
‘ habited by Men, as Seas, Woods and Defarts; nay fiir” 
‘ther, that the molt popudous Cities have not fo many 
‘Inhabitants, as there are {paces of 5 foot fquare in the 
* Area, which is included within their Circumference : 
‘ Theretore there ought to be at leaft a thoufand times 
‘as many more Men as do actually exift, to fill the 
“whole Superficies of this terraqueous Globe, in the man- 
“ner before mention’d ; let us therefore fuppofe, that 
‘in the {pace of 30 years, al] the Men of the World 
“were new, an equal propertion being allow’d for 
*thofe who dye either under or over their thirtyeth 
“year. —But in the fpate of 30000 years, which ts in 
<a!l probability longer than Generation will laft, we 
“fhall at that rate, havea number of men not greater 
* than there are ipaces of 5 foot (quare in this terraqueons 
© Superficies, which according to the leaft account we 
“have of the Earths Circumference, reckoning it but 
“at 19080 lia/ian Miles, are 962285 60000000, ninety fix 
‘millions of miMions, two hundred and twenty eigh 
‘thoufands of choufands of millions, tive hundred and 

‘fixty millions. Now if this number be transferr’d 
“to the vaftnefs ef the Empyrean Heavens, when the 
Earth is but a Point in refpeét of the Firmament, and’ 
“therefore much more fo in refpeét of the Empyreum, 
“it appears how imal] a part thereot wou'd be fll’d by 

“it, elpecially if we confider not its Superficies only, 

“but the whole Solidizy thereof, as we ought to do 

“when the Queftion is concerning Spiritual Subjtances, 

‘and glorify’d Bodies; if we do thus, we fhall fearcely 

“find tuch a proportion between ’em, as there is be- 

. tween one tinall Pifmire, and the whole Globe of the 

Earth. If therefore ‘cwere unreafonable to affirm fo 

“huge a Body of Ferth was created by God for the bas 
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* bitation of one Pifmire, ‘twill hatdly be more reafon- 
‘able to affirm, that there are not more Angels who 
‘inhabit the Empyrcal Heavens, than there will be Men, 

of whom che Béef/-d, who fhall come thither, being 
“bur a very few, inrefpect of the Reprobates, will bur 
* little vary the number. 

The fame Author goes on, p.33. ‘and concludes that 
“the Earth contains fewer Grains of Sand, or quanti 
" ties proportionable to thofe Grains, than 
*923080 300 000000000300000030000008000003 — or 
“than there are Units ina number confifting of a Unic 
“and 36 Ciphers, (which if the Unite be 9, make7 — 
Nine millions of millions of millions of millions of mil- 
“lions of millions: ) But that the Firmament contains 
‘ fewer of the fame Grains of Sand thea 
JPOQOOOCOOOOODONDNDNONGOO0DOC000GG000000000000000 
©00000000 ; or than there are Linits in a number, ex- 
preisd by a Unite and ss Cyphers, ( which unlels 
we are miftaken, amounts to rine hundred millions 
of millions ot millions of millions of miliions of iilli- 
ons of millions of millions.) But when the Solzdéty 
of ehe Empyrean Hetvens do contain the quantity of the 
* Earth, as often as that does Sands, he goes on, that it 
“appears not incongruous, to fuppole as many Angels 
“inhabitting fo vait a (pace, and confequently, that the 
* Court of the Erernal King fhou’d confift of innumera- 
“ ble millions of thofe excellent Spirits, fince his Maje- 
“fty is infinite ; and that of the Wifemin may very well 
“agree to the heavenly Kingdom, Prov. 14. 28. In the 
multitude of the people is the Kings Honour. 

Anfw. We think the main of the Authors Sence is 
pretty clear, tho’ fomething dark in one or two places. 
And his drift is to prove, that there are almoft infinite- 
ly more Angels in Heaven, then there are AMfen, or ever 
were, or will be upon the Face of the Earth ; —~—tho’ 
indeed according to the old receiv’d Notion, That I 
Know n't how many thoufands of em might dance upon 
‘the point ofa Needle, he has been very envious to thofe 
Bleffed Spirits, and Jeffen’d their number perhaps by as 
Many Unites as woud ftand from hence to the Indies, 
for we {uppofe he allows each Angel propartionable 
tohis Men upon Earth, 5 foot {quare at Jeaft for his 
habitation ; and how many inconceivable millions of needles 
points may be imagin’d in that room ? That God has 
actually made vat numbers of thole Blefled Spirits 
which compofe his Glorious Train, and formidable Ar- 
mies, we learn from his infallible Word; nor need con- 
found them and the Saints, as fome haye done, to 
prove it, for we are fure there are thoufands and ten 
thsujands of ‘em, nay myriads of myriads waiting round 
his Throne. That he might have wade as many myri- 
ads more, ashe has particular Angels, is as certain, fince 
It involves no contradi@ion that he fhou’d have done it ;

An{w. This Queftion we receiv'd in a fair Hand, and 
as it feems av¥oman's, and we wou'd believe for the Re-

bear calling it a commendable one. : However, ‘tis fo rare; 
chat whatever the Indians and other Heathens may do, 
we dare conclude that our /Vomen of this fide the World 
are better Chriftians than to follow her Example.
